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Gentlemen, 

In  bringing  this  Report  to  the  notice  of  your  Council,  I  wish  first  to  point  out  that 
it  is  in  the  nature  of  a  Survey  Report,  and  deals  with  the  year  1925,  and  compares  it  with 
the  five  preceding  years. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Tanfield  Urban  District  is  situate  between  120  and  850  feet  above  mean  sea 
level,  and  has  an  area  of  4779  acres.  The  district  is  a  scattered  one,  and  shows  no 
indication  of  any  rapid  development,  as  the  population  has  been  practically  stationary  for 
a  number  of  years.  The  district  may  be  classed  as  semi-rural  and  is  bleak  and  rather 
damp,  and  exposed  to  the  prevalent  N.H.  and  W.  winds.  The  depth  of  the  surface  soil  is 
moderate,  the  sub-soil  is  mainly  of  a  clayey  nature,  the  immediate  sub-stratum  is  the 
Carboniferous  with  out-cropping  coal-measures. 


The  main  industry  is  Coal-mining,  many  of  the  pits  being  of  a  comparatively  great 
age  and  denuded  of  their  best  seams.  This  factor  must  be  brought  forward  when  con¬ 
sidering  the  housing  of  the  district  for  it  acts  as  a  deterrent  to  speculative  building — the 
tendency  being  rather  to  alter  existing  property  than  to  build  new  houses.

The  prosperity  of  the  district  depends  entirely  on  the  state  of  the  Mining  Industry. 
During  1925  the  Coal-trade  suffered  a  severe  depression,  and  this  is  shown  by  the  amount 
paid  in  Poor  Law  Relief.  In  the  past  year  .^^3,412  was  paid  in  Ordinary  Relief, and  £8,555 
in  Unemployment  Relief — a  Total  of  £11,967 —

Births. 

The  figures  for  1925  show  a  decrease  of  27  births  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  and  is  much  below  the  average  for  the  past  6  years. 

The  Birth-rate  20.31,  is  less  than  the  County  rate  23.98,  but  is  greater  than  the 
rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  which  is  18.3. 

The  number  of  Illegitimate  Births  decreased  by  3,  and  gave  a  Birth-rate  of  .56 
per  1000  population,  and  a  rate  of  27  per  1000  children  born. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  also  shows  a  decrease,  being  11  less  than  in  1924,  and  is 
lower  than  the  average  for  6  j-^ears. 

The  Death-rate  10.99  is  less  than  the  County  rate  which  is  12.64,  and  12.2  which 
is  the  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Almost  20  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  chest  troubles.  • 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  shows  an  increase  of  3,  as  compared  with  1924 
and  this,  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  decreased  number  of  births,  makes  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  much  greater  than  the  year  before,  being  101  as  against  77.  The 
average  for  6  years  is  87,  the  County  rate  is  99,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  75. 

Of  the  total  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  41  per  cent  were  due  to  immaturity.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  provided  by  Local  Authority. 

The  Tanfield  Urban  District  Council  forms  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of 
the  Lanchester  Joint  Hospital  Board.  There  are  4  Hospitals  under  this  Board,  3  (one  of 
which  is  situated  in  the  Tanfield  area)  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cases  of 
ordinary  Infectious  Diseases,  and  1  for  Smallpox. 

The  accommodation  in  the  first  3  of  these  hospitals  has  so  far  been  found 
adequate,  but  during  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  the  accommodation  at 
the  Smallpox  Hospital. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  nor  Institutions  provided  in  this  district  for  unmarried 
mothers  and  illegitimate  children. 

Other  Hospitals  and  Institutions  available  for  the  District  are 

The  Royal  Victoria  and  other  Infirmaries  and  Hospitals,  Newcastle. 

The  Poor  Law  Hospital,  Lanchester. 

The  Children’s  Cottage  Homes,  Lanchester. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Stanley  —  and 
,  A  Welfare  Centre,  at  Burnopfield  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Infectious  patients  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  by  Motor  Ambulances. 
There  is  a  Motor  Ambulance  in  the  district  for  the  removal  of  other  cases,  and  in 
addition  most  of  the  Colliery  Companies  have  Motor  Ambulances  for  the  removal 
of  their  accidents. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  is  a  .Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Burnopfield,  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  It  is  open  on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons,  a  member  of  the  County 
Council  Medical  Staff  being  present  on  each  occasion.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  provides  the  district  with  water  and  the  supply 
is  laid  into  all  property  with  the  exception  of  some  25  isolated  premises. 

The  water-shed  is  in  the  uplands  in  the  West  of  the  County,  and  the  water  is  not 
liable  to  any  plumbo-solvent  action.  The  supply  is  adequate  for  all  sanitary  and  domestic 
purposes. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

In  the  district  there  are  5  sewage  disposal  works,  2  cess-pools,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  sewage  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation,  there  being  in  all  11  centres  in  the  area. 

(1.)  Clough  Dene  Works. 

Bacterial  or  double-contact  system.  The  capacity  is  25,000  gallons  per  day,  dry 
weather  flow,  and  the  actual  quantity  dealt  with  each  24  hours  is  some  19,000  gallons  d.w.f. 
The  number  of  houses  treated  is  250,  situated  at  Mountsett,  Hobson,  Pickering  Nook  and 
Clough  Dene. 

The  works  are  giving  satisfactory  results. 

(2.)  East  Tanfield  Works. 

Bacterial  or  double-contact  system.  The  capacity  is  30,000  gallons  per  day  d.w.f. 
and  the  actual  quantity  dealt  with  in  the  24  hours  is  about  20,000  gallons  d.w.f.  The 
number  of  houses  treated  is  226,  situated  at  Tanfield  Lea. 

These  works  have  been  overhauled  generally  and  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

(3.)  Tanfield  Lea  Works. 

Bacterial  or  double-contact  system.  These  are  new  works  built  during  the  period 
under  review.  They  consist  of  catch-pit,  2  settling  tanks,  dark  chamber,  3  rough  and  3 
fine  filters.  They  were  put  down  to  deal  with  54  houses  taken  from  the  East  Tanfield 
Works,  and  with  the  74  new  houses  built  at  Tanfield  Lea,  they  will  also  have  to  treat  the 
sewage  from  the  additional  50  proposed  houses.  They  were  designed  to  deal  with  180 
houses,  and  are  giving  satisfaction. 

(4.)  Causey  Works. 

Bacterial  treatment.  The  capacity  is  12,500  gallons  per  day  d.w.f.  and  the  actual 
quantity  dealt  with  per  24  hours  is  some  3,000  gallons  d.w.f.  The  number  of  houses 
treated  is  33.  situated  at  Causey. 

These  works  have  been  generally  repaired  and  are  satisfactory. 

(5.)  Tanfield  Hospital  Works. 

1 

Bacterial  treatment  and  septic  tank,  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  the  Hospital. 
They  are  regularly  cleaned  out  and  repaired  where  necessary  and  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

(6.)  Tanfield  Leith. 

Cess-pool  and  broad  irrigation.  The  capacity  is  50,000  gallons  per  day  d.w.f.  and 
the  quantity  dealt  with  in  24  hours  is  about  48,500  gallons  d.w.f.  The  number  of  houses 
treated  is  640,  situated  at  Tantobie  and  White-le-head.  The  area  of  land  is  2f  acres  for 
sewage  and  8  acres  for  broad  intermittent  irrigation. 

The  acreage  here  is  not  large  enough  to  deal  with  the  work  it  is  intended  for, 
and,  as  a  result,  the  land  is  sewage  sick.  The  Local  Authority  is  negotiating  for  an 
additional  12  acres  of  adjoining  land,  and  this  should  help  to  relieve  the  situation  here. 

(7.)  Red  Row. 

Cess-pool.  The  capacity  is  1,750  gallons  per  day,  d.w.f.,  and  the  actual  quantity 
dealt  with  per  24  hours  is' some  1,150  gallons  d.w.f.  The  number  of  houses  dealt  with  is 
15,  situated  at  Beamish  Red  Row  and  Kennels.  These  works  are  satisfactory. 
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<8.)  Tanfield. 

Broad  Irrigation.  The  capacity  is  7,500  gallons  per  day,  d.w.f.,  and  the  actual 
quantity  dealt  with  in  each  24  hours  is  about  3,000  gallons  d.w.f.  The  number  of  houses 
treated  is  36  situated  in  Tanfield  Village.  The  area  of  the  land  is  1  acre. 

The  condition  here  is  not  satisfactory.  The  acreage  is  too  small  for  such 
treatment  as  there  is,  and  the  land  is  sewage  sick,  and  has  been  so  for  some  years. 

(9.)  Burnopfield  West. 

Broad  Irrigation  The  capacity  is  25,000  gallons  per  day,  d.w.f.,  and  the  actual 
quantity  dealt  with  in  24  houses  is  some  24,000  gallons.  The  number  of  houses  treated  is 
320  situated  at  Burnopfield  West  and  Leazes.  The  area  of  land  is  3  acres  at  Busty  Bank. 

The  land  here  is  in  a  hopeless  condition  and  has  been  so  for  years. 

(10.)  Burnopfield  East. 

Broad  Irrigation.  The  capacity  is  25,000  gallons  per  day,  d.w.f.,  and  the  present 
quantity  dealt  with  is  about  19,000  gallons  d.w.f.,  per  24  hours.  The  number  of  houses 
treated  is  245  (including  15  new  houses)  situated  at  Burnopfield  East,  and  including  the 
Fell  Houses.  The  area  of  the  land  is  3  acres.  To  this  centre  will  have  to  come  the 
sewage  from  the  46  houses  in  course  of  construction  and  the  100  proposed  houses. 

There  was  additional  land  taken  here,  but  it  is  in  a  bad  condition  and  totally  unfit 
to  cope  with  the  new  houses. 

(11.)  Lintz  and  Friarside. 

Broad  Irrigation.  The  capacity  is  25,000  gallons  per  day  d.w.f.  and  the  actual 
quantity  dealt  with  in  the  24  hours  is  some  20,000  gallons  d.w.f.  The  houses  treated  are 
250  in  number,  and  are  situated  at  Lintz  and  High,  Middle,  and  Low  Friarsides.  The  area 
of  the  land  is  3  acres,  situated  at  South  Garesfield. 

This  land  is  in  a  very  had  condition,  and  provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  the 
75  proposed  houses  at  the  Leazes. 


Owing  to  the  contours  of  the  Tanfield  District,  and  the  sparse  and  scattered 
population,  no  scheme  for  the  centralisation  of  sewage  treatment  is  possible.  The  present 
haphazard  treatment  at  so  many  centres  is  unnecessary  and  inadvisable,  and  when  the 
proposed  houses  are  erected,  further  large  areas  of  land  will  have  to  be  utilized. 

I  would  suggest  the  following  arrangement  to  do  away  with  four  centres  where 
the  land  is  in  a  very  bad  condition  now.  The  Clough  Dene  Works  to  be  enlarged  so  that 
they  can  take  the  sewage  from  Tantobie  and  White-le-head  and  so  do  away  with 
(6)  Tanfield  Leith. 

Construct  new  Works  for  the  Burnopfield  Area  and  do  away  with  Nos.  (9)  (10) 
and  (11.)  Something  will  have  to  be  done  for  this  area,  for  the  present  land  is  useless 
now,  and  over  220  houses  are  being  built  or  are  contemplated  in  this  part. 

Tanfield  sewage  could  come  to  the  East  Tanfield  Works.

Premises,  etc..  Controlled  by  Bye-Laws. 

There  are  no  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  and  no  offensive  trades  are  carried  on. 

Schools. 

The  Schools  in  the  area  are  well  ventilated  and  lighted  ;  and  the  sanitary 
conditions  are  in  good  order,  each  school  being  provided  with  water  from  the  public 
service. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools  during  the  year  on  account  of 
infectious  diseases,  but  1  school  was  disinfected  during  the  ’Xmas  holidays  on  account  of 
a  Smallpox  patient. 
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HOUSING. 


General  Housing  Conditions. 

There  is  a  shortage  of  houses  in  the  area. 

The  housing  needs  previously  estimated  by  your  Authority  were  .SOO  houses  to  be 
built  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  200  to  be  built  by  private  enterprise^ — a  total  of  700 
houses. 

So  far  the  Local  Authority  have  erected  24,  and  private  persons  83 — a  total  of  107. 
In  addition  there  are  47  under  construction,  of  which  1  is  being  built  by  private  enterprise. 
It  will  be  seen  that  out  of  an  estimate  of  700  houses,  so  far  154  are  either  erected  or 
under  construction. 

The  Council’s  Proposed  Scheme  is  for  225  houses,  100  (additional)  at  Crookgate 
Bank  Top. 

50  at  Tanfield  Lea. 

75  at  The  Leazes. 

These  will  be  built  in  the  following  proportion  : —

During  the  6  years  under  review  the  Population  has  been  practically  stationary, 
and  no  great  increase  is  anticipated  :  on  the  contrary  owing  to  the  age  of  some  of  the 
pits  in  the  area  it  is  rather  to  be  expected  that  some  reduction  will  take  place.

Taking  this  Table  as  a  standard,  in  theory  there  should  not  be  overcrowding  in 
the  area,  for  there  were  10387  persons  in  7004  rooms,  or  1.48  people  per  room.  In  reality 
however,  a  great  deal  of  overcrowding  exists,  because  large  families  are  in  small  houses. 
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Out  of  2091  houses  there  were  1296  with  3  rooms  or  less,  that  is  about  62  per  cent 
Then  again,  practically  half  of  these  1296  small  houses  have  only  1  or  2  rooms.  This  is 
where  the  overcrowding  obtains. 

Other  factors  have  a  bearing  on  the  situation.  A  great  number  of  these  small 
houses  are  Colliery  property,  so  the  question  of  the  free  house  enters  into  the  matter. 
Again,  the  present  low  wages  have  an  influence,  for  many  people  cannot  afford  the  high 
rents  of  larger  houses.  Another  factor  is  the  housing  shortage,  necessitating  married 
members  of  families  living  with  their  parents. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  standard  of  housing  in  some  parts  of  the  district  is  not  high.  As  stated 
before,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  old  property,  and  owing  to  the  approaching  exhaustion  of 
some  of  the  coal  supplies,  the  tendency  is  not  to  build,  but  to  repair  and  alter  existing 
premises.  There  are  some  notable  exceptions  to  this  general  statement,  and  some  good 
new  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Colliery  Companies  at  Tanfield  Lea  and  Hobson. 

In  a  brief  survey  of  some  of  the  Old  Property  the  following  defects  may  be 
mentioned  : — 

TANTOBIE. 

Library  Yard. 

No.  20  is  damp,  the  roof  and  floors  are  bad,  and  the  house  is  below  ground  level. 
No.  22  should  be  closed. 

No.  29  has  a  step-ladder  leading  to  the  upstairs,  which  is  a  garret.  The  pantry 
also  is  bad. 

Bellerby’s  Buildings. 

No.  4  has  insufficient  food  storage,  and  the  end  wall  is  damp. 

No.  8  has  neither  closet  nor  coal  house. 

Rodham’s  Buildings. 

No.  13.  The  rooms  are  low  and  there  is  no  coal  house.  Structural  alterations  are 
required. 

No.  19  is  low,  damp,  below  the  ground  level,  has  no  through  ventilation,  and  the 
condition  is  bad  throughout.  This  house  should  be  closed. 

Gibson’s  Buildings. 

Nos.  1  to  5  have  no  back  doors. 

Quarry  Row. 

Nos.  14  to  19  have  no  back  doors,  and  no  through  ventilation. 

No.  20  requires  a  pantry. 

Nos.  21  and  22  have  no  through  ventilation  either  up  or  downstairs.  These  should 
be  made  into  one  house. 

Front  Street. 

Nos.  14  and  15.  There  are  no  pantries,  the  walls  and  ceilings  are  bad,  and  there 
are  2  tenants  in  No.  15. 

No.  16  has  no  water,  the  food  store  is  insufficient,  and  general  repairs  are  needed. 
This  property  should  be  reconstructed. 

Tucker’S  Buildings. 

Of  the  6  houses  here,  3  have  no  back  doors.  Plans  have  been  submitted  and 
approved  by  the  Local  Authority  to  convert  this  property  into  3  houses. 
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WHITE-LE-HEAD. 

Close. 

Nos.  1  and  2  have  no  back  doors,  and  only  a  pantry  window  to  provide  through 
ventilation.  Alterations  are  required. 


Madgin’s  Row. 

Excepting  the  end  house,  these  houses  have  no  back  doors  and  the  walls  are  old 
and  cracking.  There  is  enough  space  at  the  back  for  the  alterations  and 
additions  required. 


Long’s  Buildings. 

Nos.  5  and  6.  The  floors  are  bad  and  there  is  no  through  ventilation  ;  also  in  No.  5 
the  pantry  is  dark,  damp,  and  unfit  for  the  storage  of  food. 

Short  Madgin’s  Row. 

Nos.  13  and  14  are  damp  and  the  upstairs  is  low,  there  is  also  lack  of  ventilation. 
No.  20.  The  walls  are  damp  and  the  pantry  is  bad  and  unfit  for  food  storage. 

Humble’s  Buildings. 

No.  15.  The  roof  and  ceilings  are  bad  and  there  is  no  back  door. 

Pringle’s  Cottages. 

Nos.  21  and  22  have  no  through  ventilation. 

Hall’s  Buildings. 

Nos.  28,  29  and  31  have  no  through  ventilation,  and  No.  31  is  damp. 

Curry’s  Buildings. 

Nos.  33  to  40.  Four  of  these  houses  35  to  38  are  back-to-back.  Nos.  33,  34,  39  and 
40  are  tenements.  The  walls  and  roofs  are  bad,  and  35  and  38  have  no  pantries. 

All  need  structural  repairs  badly.  This  property  should  be  converted. 


Edmundson’s  Buildings. 

Nos.  61  to  65.  These  houses  have  no  through  ventilation  and  are  damp  ;  the  walls, 
floors  and  ceilings  are  bad.  No.  64  is  unfit  for  habitation  and  should  be  closed. 

Corvan  Houses. 

Nos.  1  to  7.  These  houses  are  damp  and  there  is  no  through  ventilation.  The  roofs 
are  bad  and  there  are  no  coal  houses.  No.  6  has  a  step-ladder  to  the  upstairs 
which  is  unfit  for  occupation.  All  require  structural  alterations. 

No.  17  has  only  one  door  and  there  is  a  step-ladder  to  the  upstairs. 

No.  18  is  damp,  there  is  no  back  door,  and  the  pantry  is  damp. 

Nos.  19  and  20.  The  roofs  need  repairs  and  there  are  step-ladders  to  the  upstairs 
rooms,  which  are  not  fit  for  occupation. 

Slaters’  Houses. 

No.  4  is  damp,  and  has  insufficient  food  storage. 

« 

No  5  has  a  step-ladder  to  the  upstairs. 

These  Houses  should  be  closed. 
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Clough  Dene. 

No.  16  is  a  double-tenanted  house.  There  is  no  through  ventilation,  and  the 
upstairs  is  unfit  for  habitation. 

Nos.  4  to  7  are  back  to  back,  and  have  no  through  ventilation. 

No.  10  is  very  low,  there  is  no  back  door,  no  through  ventilation,  the  water  supply 
is  not  laid  in,  and  there  is  an  ashpit  privy. 

Nos.  2  and  3.  There  are  no  back  doors,  and  no  through  ventilation :  there  are 
step-ladders  to  the  upstairs  rooms.  These  houses  require  structural  alterations. 

No.  20  has  no  through  ventilation. 

Nos.  22  and  23.  These  have  no  through  ventilation,  and  have  step-ladders  to  the 
upstairs  rooms.  The  upstairs  should  not  be  occupied  unless  altered. 


Mountsett. 

The  low'er  houses  have  no  back  doors,  no  through  ventilation,  and  have  no  water 
laid  in. 

Nos.  10  to  15.  These  houses  have  no  back  doors  and  no  through  ventilation,  and 
no  water  laid  in.  There  are  step-ladders  to  the  upper  roorhs  which  are  lacking 
in  light  and  ventilation.  The  coal-houses  and  sanitary  conveniences  are  too  far 
from  the  houses. 

Nos.  16  to  21  are  back-to-back  houses,  4  have  no  pantries,  and  there  is  no 
through  ventilation.  These  should  be  converted  into  through  houses. 

Hobson. 

There  are  26  back-to-back  house  situated  here  w'hich  should  be  converted  into 
single  dwellings  ;  this  is  being  done  as  opportunity  occurs. 


Pickering  Nook  House. 

This  is  unfit  for  habitation,  and  closing  orders  have  been  issued. 


Toft  Gate  Lodge. 

This  should  be  closed. 


Syke  Lane. 

Nos.  9  to  18  are  back-to-back.  These  should  be  converted  into  single  houses. 


High  Friarside. 

These  houses  are  not  in  a  good  condition,  and  the  walls  are  old  and  crumbling. 

Low  Friarside. 

These  are  wooden  houses  and  require  certain  repairs. 


Brick  Flats. 

The  defects  here  are  beyond  remedy  and  this  property  should  be  closed  when 
housing  accomqiodation  is  available. 

Burnopfield. 

Busty  Bank,  Watson’s  Buildings.  These  are  back-to-back,  and  damp.  They  should 
be  converted  into  single  houses,  and  the  open  drain  at  the  end  of  the  row  should 
be  done  away  with.  Nos.  24  and  25  require  back  doors. 
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Hunter’s  Cottages. 

Nos.  46  and  47.  These  are  low,  .ire  not  well  lighted,  and  have  old  ash-pit  p»-ivie‘?. 
They  should  be  closed  when  accommodation  is  available. 


Sparrow  Hall,  Baglan  Place. 

This  property  is  condemned.  No.  31  being  quite  unfit  for  habitation. 


Raglan  Place. 

Nos.  1,  2  and  3  have  no  back  doors  and  no  through  ventilation  ;  they  have 
step-ladders  to  the  upstairs  rooms.  These  houses  require  structural  alterations 
and  new  conveniences. 


Busty  Bank. 

Nos.  18  to  21  have  step-ladders,  and  Nos.  17,  22  and  23  have  staircases  now,  to  the 
the  upper  rooms  which  are  deficient  in  height  and  ventilation.  Some  of  these 
houses  have  no  accommodation  at  the  back  as  there  is  a  wooden  paling  right  up 
to  the  pantry  window’,  but  a  dry  area  has  now  been  provided  at  the  back. 


Sheep  Hill. 

7  of  the  houses  are  back-to-back,  the  pantries  are  small,  and  there  is  a  lack  of 
ventilation.  The  out-premises  have  been  re-modelled,  with  a  view  to  the  making 
of  through  houses  as  soon  as  can  be  done. 


Brewery  Yard. 

Nos.  19  and  20  are  two-roomed  houses,  with  no  back  doors  and  small  pantries. 

Nos.  21,  22,  23,  24  and  25  are  three-roomed  houses  without  back  doors.  No.  24  being 
damp  and  with  bad  floors. 


The  Fold. 

No.  1  has  a  step-ladder  to  the  upstairs  w’hich  is  unfit  for  habitation.  There  is  no 
pantry  and  no  back  door. 

No.  2  has  no  back  door  and  has  a  step-ladder  to  the  upstairs. 

These  should  be  converted  into  one  house. 

Nos.  3,  4,  and  5.  There  is  a  lack  of  height,  light  and  ventilation.  Upstairs  there 
are  no  windows,  but  only  skylights.  Structural  alterations  are  required. 


Bryan’s  Leap. 

No.  31  and  33.  This  property  is  one  house  with  3  tenants.  There  is  lack  of  light 
and  ventilation  upstairs.  The  need  here  is  for  structural  alterations,  and  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  tenants. 
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Lintz,  Front  Street. 

Nos.  11  to  20  have  step-ladders  to  the  upstairs  rooms. 


Grove  Cottage,  Burnopfield. 

This  house  is  low,  damp,  and  has  no  through  ventilation.  It  should  be  closed. 


Liddle’s  Terrace,  Crookgate. 

These  are  back-to-back  houses  and  should  be  converted. 


Tanfield  Square. 

Nos.  2,  4,  6,  7,  and  12  should  be  closed.  The  others  are  already  closed. 


Causey  Hall. 

The  cottage  next  to  the  stable  should  be  closed. 


Causey  Mill. 

This  is  very  old  property  and  the  houses  are  back-to-back.  They  should  be  closed. 


The  Kennels. 

In  one  house  here  the  upstairs  room  lacks  height  and  ventilation. 


Causey,  East  and  West  Rows. 

In  one  Row  t'lere  are  5  houses  without  staircases,  having  step-ladders  only.  Some 
of  the  upper  rooms  have  been  divided  for  the  sake  of  accommodation,  and  this 
alteration  is  far  from  ideal.  The  pantries  are  exposed  to  dust — except  where  the 
tenant  has  partitioned  it  off — and  doors  should  be  provided.  Many  upstairs 
rooms  require  more  light  and  ventilation. 


Causey  Arch. 

These  4  houses  are  unfit  for  habitation,  and  should  be  closed  and  demolished.  They  ■ 
have  already  been  condemned  (the  Owner  agreeing)  and  are  only  occupied  on 
sufferance. 

Tanfield  Lea. 

The  property  here  is  good,  but  there  is  overcrowding. 


ALTERATIONS  IN  1925. 

Osborne’s  Buildings,  Tantobie. 

This  property  has  now  been  provided  with  self-contained  yards,  water-closets  and 
ash-bins.  The  old  privy-middens  have  been  demolished. 

West  Street,  Tanfield  Lea. 

Self-contained  yards  (which  still  require  concreting,)  water-closets,  coal-houses, 
and  ash-pits  have  been  provided,  and  the  old  privy-middens  demolished. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  the  execution  of  repairs  to  Old  Property,  owing  to 
the  industrial  depression.

MIU(  Supply. 

There  are  30  cow  keepers  in  the  area  and  5  milk  purveyors.  The  number  of  cows^ 
kept  is  approximately  200.  With  one  exception  the  places  were  kept  clean,  and  this  one 
exception  was  given  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  put  his  premises  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Local  Authority. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  circulars  were  issued  to  the  cow  keepers  and  purveyors 
with  suggestions  on  how  to  produce  and  keep  the  milk  clean.  These,  together  with  a 
demonstration  of  how  to  produce  clean  milk,  which  was  given  by  a  member  of  the  County 
Council  Dairying  Department,  were  appreciated,  and  have  resulted  in  improved  methods 
being  put  into  operation. 

There  has  been  no  action  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act, 
1915,- as  regards  tuberculous  milk  and  tuberculous  cattle,  nor  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  Regulations)  1925. 


Meat 

Regular  inspection  is  made  of  the  meat  slaughtered,  and  159  inspections  were  made 
of  animals  slaughtered,  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat  Regulations)  for  which  notice  of 
slaughter  had  been  given,  as  they  were  slaughtered  outside  the  regular  slaughtering  hours.

Smallpox. 

As  cases  of  Smallpox  were  being  reported  from  surrounding  districts,  it  was  to 
be  expected  that  cases  would  occur  in  the  Tanfield  area. 

One  case  was  notified  in  1925  towards  the  end  of  December  and  was  of  a  mild  type. 
The  patient  was  unvaccinated. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  1925  was  the  highest  for  the  6  years  under  review, 
being  3  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  with  the  exception  of  May,  July  and  December, 
the  disease  was  reported  each  month,  the  worst  month  being  October  with  8  cases. 

All  of  the  patients  were  sent  into  Hospital,  and  there  were  3  deaths,  representing 
12  per  cent,  of  the  cases  attacked. 

11  Specimens  were  sent  from  suspects  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  of 
these  2  proved  to  be  positive. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  11  cases  reported — a  decrease  of  1  on  the  previous  year,  but  still 
a  number  above  the  average  for  6  years. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

92  Cases  were  notified,  being  34  less  than  1924,  but  much  more  than  the  average 
for  6  years. 

The  disease  was  present  each  month,  the  worst  months  being  January,  April 
and  December,  with  14,  10  and  11  cases  respectively. 

All  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  there  was  1  death. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  reported  in  1925. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  reported  in  1925. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  Cases  were  notified  in  1925,  being  1  more  than  the  previous  year,  but  less 
than  the  average  for  6  years. 

All  Cases  were  treated  at  home  and  the  vision  was  not  impaired  in  any  case. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  in  1925  was  11  (3  males  and  8  females).  This  is  5  less 
than  the  number  for  1924,  and  is  below  the  average  number  for  6  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  10  (8  males  and  2  females)  as  compared  with  8  in  the 
previous  year. 

During  the  year  14  specimens  from  suspects  were  sent  for  Bacteriological 
Examination  and  of  these,  2  proved  to  be  positive. 
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Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Under  this  heading  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  10  (5  males  and  5  females) 
being  an  increase  of  7  on  the  previous  year,  but  the  number  was  less  than  the  average  for 
€  years. 

The  Total  Deaths  were  3  (1  male  and  2  females)  the  same  number  as  in  1924. 

.  Pneumonia. 

6  Cases  only  were  reported  in  1925,  being  10  less  than  in  1924.  This  number  is 
much  less  than  the  6  years  average. 

There  were  4  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  as  against  10  in  1924,  8  in  1923 
and  10  in  1922. 

Cbickenpox. 

Chickenpox  was  notifiable  as  from  August,  and  the  cases  for  each  month  were  8,  3, 
11,  57  and  48 — a  Total  of  127. 


NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Measles. 

This  disease  was  present  more  or  less  throughout  the  year,  and  was  epidemic  in 
April  and  May. 

There  were  3  deaths  (2  males  and  1  female)  as  compared  with  1  in  1924. 

Wbooping  Cougb. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

There  was  1  death  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  1925. 

Influenza. 

This  disease  did  not  assume  epidemic  form  during  the  year.  There  were  4  deaths 
as  compared  with  2  in  1924,  1  in  1923,  4  in  1922,  1  in  1921  and  none  in  1920. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Under  the  arrangements  made  between  the  Durham  County  Council  and  the  College 
•of  Medicine,  Newcastle,  25  specimens  were  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination  from 
14  Tuberculosis  and  11  Diphtheria  suspects.  Of  this  number  2  of  Tuberculosis  and  2  of 
Diphtheria  proved  to  be  positive. 

An  adequate  supply  of  Anti-toxin  is  kept  for  distribution  to  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  area. 

So  far  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  or  Dick  Tests  in  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Disinfection. 

117  Houses  were  fumigated  after  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  and  1  set  of  bedding 
■etc.,  was  sent  to  the  steam  disinfector,  after  Smallpox  case. 

1  School  was  disinfected  after  Smallpox.
